Se since the estimates in thls publication 
are based on information obtained from occupants 
of a sample of dwellings they, and the movements 
derived from them, are subject to sampling 
variability; that is, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the surveye Oe 
measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates tte extent to 
which am estimate might have varied by chance 
because onty a sample of dwellings was included 
in the survey. There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error fram the figure that

would have been obtained if atl dwellings had 
been included in the survey, and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the difference will be 
less than two standard errors. Standard errors 
of survey estimates and month-to-month movements 
are shown at the foot of page 15.
